An illustrated bibliography of Frederick Dilley Glidden’s novels, 
published under the pseudonym Luke Short

Frederick Dilley Glidden (1908-1975), born in 
Kevanee, Illinois, was a prolific and successful 
American western writer. The marketing of his 
books included statements like: “America’s 
Best-Selling Western Writer’, “King of the 
Western Writers”, “Master Storyteller of the 
West’, and “Today’s Greatest Western Writer”. 
A reputation that after his death was transferred

to Bantam’s next major western writer, Louis aiidl 
Toe = 
L’ Amour. | on fa. 


Glidden did most of his early writing in Santa 
Fe, New Mexico, and moved to Aspen, 
Colorado in 1947. More detailed biographies to 
be recommended are those by Robert L. Gale 
(1981) and the more condensed one at the Pulp 
Flakes blog (2012). Also Frederick Glidden’s 
older brother Jonathan Glidden (1907-1957) 
wrote westerns, using the pseudonym Peter 
Dawson, and some of the later novels using this 
name were ghost-written after his early dead. 
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F.D. Glidden’s pseudonym Luke Short is not to 
be confused with the historical person Luke 
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Lamar Short (1854-1893), gunfighter among [iim 
other things in the real west (see Wikipedia for 
biography). 


About 50 novels and 100 short stories are attributed to F.D. Glidden (Etulain 1991), and I will 
here deal only with the novels. Of the existing bibliographies, Etulain (1991) listed chiefly the 
first book publications in USA and England, whereas Gale (1981) gave the first year of 
publication of each title and separating serials, hardbacks and paperbacks but offering no 
details. Also Server (2002) listed all novel titles together with their first year of publication. I 
have also seen a list of Glidden’s novels in the database Contemporary Authors. My aim here 
is to combine corroborated data from serials and books and also give some details. 
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Gale (1981) referred to two bibliographies that I’ve not seen. One by Fred C. Whitledge from 
the fanzine Hitching Rail 1973, and the other being an inventory from the late 60’s of the 
collected papers of Frederick Glidden in the Library of University of Oregon, Eugene. The 
latter may shed light on two unsolved problems I’ve met: the supposed first serial publication 
of The Primrose Try from 1966 listed by Gale, and the presence of one or more early French 
translations of Luke Short novels. 


Besides these printed sources, I have found The FictionMags Index very useful (Contento & 
Stephensen-Payne 2023). Much information has been extracted from internet sources such as 
book sellers and blogs. The 30 Luke Short paperbacks in my library have been very useful, 
especially so the Bantam paperbacks with their detailed printing history on the copyright 
page. Many of the Luke Short novels have also been borrowed digitally from the Open 
Library at archive.org. 


The bibliography includes only selected publications of each original title, giving priority to 
the earlier US publications as well as those from other countries and languages. Another aim 
is to include representatives of different formats and alternative titles. In a broad sense all 
included novels may be referred to as westerns. In strict sense Spy of the North belongs more 
to the Northland genre, whereas Fool’s Treasure, Silver Rock, and Last Hunt may be viewed 
as more contemporary crime stories placed in western settings. 


Most of the Luke Short novels are independent, and the only pair having a protagonist with 
the same name, Jim Wade, are Trouble Fighter and And the Wind Blows Free. In spite of 
name similarity, the two characters are seemingly not related. The novel First Campaign and 
some of those that followed all take place in the small frontier town Primrose and the 
surrounding region. 


The best way to get to know Luke Short’s novels is of course to read them. Many titles are 
available new as paperbacks or e-books, and the internet book-sellers offer loads of used 
books by him at often reasonable prices. A quick and rewarding way to get to know all his 
novels is to read Robert L. Gale’s summary and analysis of them (Gale 1981). Gale’s study 
was, however, limited to selected paperback editions of the titles, and one may wonder what 
happened with Short’s stories during the editorial processing that may have taken place when 
going from pulp magazine to hardback, and to paperback. From a broader perspective, 
different adaptions like movies and comic books seems also worthy of study, in comparison to 
the printed texts. According to Jim Hitt (1990, p. 206) the Luke Short novels were well suited 
for turning into film without any major changes, “mainly because his fiction was so tightly 
structured and his plot lines fit so neatly into cinematic adaptation.” One may assume that 
most book editions are “Complete and unabridged”, as was stated on the early Bantam covers. 
Besides the movies, it is chiefly the comic book editions for young readers that are condensed. 
On the other hand, they emphasize dialogue and offer visualizations of the characters. The 
Dell Luke Short comic books can in this respect be compared to the once very popular 
Classics Illustrated. Legends to cover illustrations are given on the last page. 


Frederick D. Gidden’s novel-length texts 


The original title is the title used in the first publication. The original title is not repeated for 
each individual publication, like the alternative titles are. The name of the leading protagonist 
is given within parenthesis after the original title. After that follows in most cases the US and 
UK publications, followed by other countries in alphabetical order. Months are given in Latin 
numbers when known. When printing and publication dates differ, the latter is used. A movie 
based on the novel is cited at the end of the US paragraph (see Hitt 1990 and Stormy 2013 for 
reviews of the movies). 


Formats abbreviated as: (Hb) hardback, (Mg) magazine or other serial publication, (Np) 
newspaper, and (Pb) paperback. Countries abbreviated as: (AU) Australia, (CA) Canada, (DE) 
Germany, (ES) Spain, (HR) Croatia, (IT) Italy, (NO) Norway, (RS) Serbia, (UK) United 
Kingdom, and (US) United States.
